Whether ibe Churches ( who had Biſhops 
or Elders, and Deacons for Officers ) 
were particular Churches and Congre- 
gations of Chriſlians , for the firſt four 
hundred years after Chiiſts Nativity, 
as Ecclefiaſtical Hiſtory ſeems to demon- 


ſtrate by the fix following particulars * 


LL Writers agree that there was a Biſhop 
in every City, wherein were Chriftians, 
Secondly ,' It's moſt probable by the

How Hereticks maintained their Principles, whether by Subtilty and 
Sophiſtry, or Scripture, | 


The Hereticks corrupted the holy aud Sacred Scripture with- 
out reverence; they re jected the Canon of the Antient Faith, they 
have been ignorant of Chrilt, not ſearching what the Holy Scri- 
prure affirmeth, bur exerciſing them ſelves therein and ſifting it to 
this end, that ſome figure or form of a Syllogiſme might be found 
to impugne the Divinity of Chriſt. And if any redfon with them 
out of holy Scripture, forthwith they demand whether it be a con- 
junct or a ſimple kind of $yllogitme , and laying afide holy Scri- 
pture they practiſe Geometry, &c. they ſpeak earthly as being of 
the earth: Ariſtotle and I hesphraſius are higbly eſteemed ; Galen 
is of divers worſhipped, cc, they abuſe the Art of Infidels to the 
eſtabliſhment of their Heret cal opinions, and corrupt the ſimpli- 
city of holy, Scripture through ſubtle craft, &c. Exſeb,/ib.5, 
ch 25. p. 94. 

Arius a man very skilſul in the ſubtleties of Sophiſtical Logick, 
laid down ſtrange things about the Son of God, Socrat. lib. 1. 
ch. 3. 5. 215. 

Arche Council at Nice, when the contending Biſhops about 
the Arian opinion had brought on every (ide many of the laity 
which were skilful Logicians ready to defend each others part; 
And the Logicians being buſied about propounding againſt 
others, Cc. and divers drawn to diſputation: a Lay man of a 
ſimple and ſincere mind fer himſelf againt them and told them 
thus, I hat neither Chriſt nor bus Apoſtles had delivered unto us the 
art of Logick, neither vain Fa'acies, but an open and plain mind 0 be 
preſerved of u with Faith and good works, to the which all agreed; 
and the Logicians hearing the pure words of plain truth quieted 
themſelves, ſo that the Hir raiſed by the occaſion of Logick was 
ny ſuppreſſed. Socrat. lib. 1. ch 5.p,221. 

In the ſame Council at Nice they ratified a curſe that forbade 
that no man do acquaint himſelf with forreign ſpeeches,and 
unwritten Languages, whereby in manner all confufion and 
diſcord is drawn and crept iuto the church; for when as the 
ſacred Scripture makech mention nowhere of any ſuch ſen- 
tence, to wit, that the Son of God hath his beginning of no- 
thing, &c. and ſuch like ſentences, it ſeemeth not agreeable 
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with reaſon either in word to talk of them, or iadeed to teach

At the Council of Siu they agree that one ſabllance ought 
not to be uſed, becauſe ic's not written, and the thing too high to 
be ſet down, Scrat.

Actius the Heretick (it's ſaid of him) u hen he got ſome ſmack 
of learning at Alexandria, be went to Antioch where he was made 
Deacon; ina ſhore while aſter he was able to amaze ſuch as 
reaſoned with him with his ſubtle quirks of Sophiſtry; this did he 
by means of Ar/ſ/o:les Elenches, Cc. yet bad a barren brain and 
was ignorant and unskilful in holy Scripture, for he had nothing 
in him ſave a ſubtle kind of reaſoning, quarrelous and contentious 
language, Cc. Socrat, 1.2. ch. 28.5. 277. 

Secrates laith, that there were at ſeveral times by Councils and 
pirticular men diſpuces about the ſignitication of eſſence and ſub- 
{tance,and they difteredin the fignification oſtet ms; and ſaith, that 
Evaęgr ius in his Book enticuled che Monk, doth exhore us from 
raſh and unsdviſed reaſonings of the Godhead, he forbidding the 
de ſi nition of the Divinity ot God, and he gives a Logical argument 
ſor it, and ſaith it cannot be laid don or expreſſed by words; 
therefore *cis not to be defined, but teverently to be run over with 
filence.

Eunomius the Heretick lived with one Aet ius, and learned of him 
Captious Fallacies and quirks of Logick, the which Sophiſters co 
highly embrace, and exerciſed himſelf therein continually, &c, 
He learned. unadviſedly to frame Sophiſlical Arguments; he took 
grea: pride therein and ran headlong into open blaſphemy and 
into the Hereſie of Aru, and alchough he was in a manner igno- 
rant as touching holy Scriptures and the underſtanding there- 
of, &c, and he was by an Aran Biſhop preferred to be a B ſhop 
at Orc; and there he filled the ears of his Auditors with Sc- 
pbillical Argumeats and reaſons of Logick, and thereupon he was 
by che Citizens baniſhed, and played the Biſhop no more. Socrar, 
lib.4 ch. 7. p. 318,3 19. 

Syſintas an eloquent man, a skilſull interpreter of holy $Scri- 
ptures, knowing full well that diſputations would not only not 
reconcile Schiſmes, bur alſo fire the flaming matter of contenti- 
on, adviſeth the Biſhop to avoid the ſtrife of Logical diſputati - 
ons, c. The factious Biſhops, together with the Logicians then 
preſent (for they had brought with them many well prepated for 
diſpu- 
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diſputation) The Emperor well perceiving they truſted not in the 
Fathers Expoſition of the Faith, but truſted in their Sopbiſtical 
querks of Logick, he dealt another way with them, "Theſe were

Wall. Many parts of bis caikale were reſerved to this day; I 
faw his skull.

There was laid up the Iron-chain that hung abour his neck, 
and with it the corps, ſo much renowned of all men for endu- 
ring ſuch hardneſs and miſery, was honored with Divine prai- 
les, Evagr, 1.1, c.

The Churches praftiiing ſeverally in keeping of Eaſter, Sy. 
nods and Meetings of biſnops were ſummoned, where they 
unanimouſly ordain an Eccleſiaſtical Decree,which they pub- 
liſhed by their Epiſtles unto all churches, That upon no other 
than the Sunday, the Myſteries of our Saviours Reſurrection 
ſhould be celebrared, and then the Faſt co end, At Rowe likes 
wiſe there was a Synod gathered together for the ſame cauſe, 
where che biſhop of Rome was Prefident. Another Synod of the 
bilkcps at ent. Another of the biſhops throughout France, 
and others, &c, all decree the ſamething, Ef, /.5, c,21.p.91.

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There was a Synod of fixty piſdeps, beſides many Minifters 
& Deacons, gathered at Rowe about Novatu; & there met ſeve- 
ral Paſtors of other Provinces about it; and they all agree that 
Novatus lhould be baniſhed the church; and hee ſuch as fell, 
ſhould after repentance be received again, Exſeb. lib 6,chap.42,

the greateſt Council) where the Author of the Herefie was 
publikely condemned of all, ſe vered, baniſhed and excommu- 
nicated the Catholick and Univerſal Church under Heaven, 
And the Biſhops then gathered together with uniform con- 
ſent, wrueco all the Churches, and tell them what they had 
done; and ic ſaid, when Paalus would not depart the church, 
neither avoid the Houſe, che Emperor being ſought unto, did 
decree, that the Houſe ſhould be ſeft unto ſuch as the biſhop of 
Italy and Rome ſhould allot.

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Alexander biſhop of e together a Synod of 
many biſhops, and deprived Arius, and ſuch of his opinion of 
the Prieftly Order, and wrote to the churches what they had

And a biſhop writes to Alexande to let the controverhe pals, 
and admit Aria again; and he refuſing , the ſtrife encreaſed, 
and broke all to pieces between the bilkops and people, Soc./,1.

The Council at Nice called by Conſtantive the Emperor about 

Aria, and the controverlie of Eafer, conſiſting of Biſhops, 
Prieſts, Deacons and Lay-men, and men choſen by the chur- 
ches, were numberleſs, and che Emperor himſelt was there 
(chough not baptized: There they pronounce that Opinion 
accurſed, and torbid Aria of Alex ndr, and him and two 
more they baniſh by the Emperors Edict; they makea Creed 
about that point, write to the Church of Alexandria, and di- 
rect it to the holy church, and beloved brethren. They decree 
that Milet ius the biſhop there,(hall have his title, but take away 
ſome of his power aud of others they ſay, that they (hal en- 
joy their Miniſterial Office, yet be inferior to all the Paſtors 
throughout every church, and not make Miniſters but by Alax 
andars conſent. They agree on the buſineſs of Eaſter; they a- 
gree on the terms one ſubſtance] in the Creed, (though no ſuch 
term in Scripture; ) yet there they ratifie a form of a curſe; 
that forbiddeth that no man do acquaint himſelf with For- 
raign ſpeeches, and unwricten Languages, whereby in a mane 
ner all confuſion aud diſcord is drawn into the Church; for 
whereas the Scripture nowhere ſaith , that the Son of God 
hach his beginning of nothing, &c, Theſe Deerees ( (ay they) 
do properly concern «/£gypt, and the church of Alexandria, 
The Emperor writes to the churches, and tells chem what was 
done, and perſwades to peace, and concludes, Beloved bret bren, 
Sec, J. 1. c.

At the Council a Novatian Biſhop being asked why he fe- 
vered himſelf from che communion of che faichful, Cc. he

The Emperor Cenſtantine called together a Synod of biſhops 
to conſecrate the Temple which he had built at Fersſalem; he 
trad willed the biſhops aſſembled at Tyrus, to debate (together 
with other matters) the contention taſſeũ abbut Ar ro 
the end (all quarrels being removed) they might chear fully 
ſolemnite the conſecration of the church, and dedicate the 
ſame to God. The biſhops being cited by the Senators, were in 
number 60.

This Council by rhe Emperors command, came from Tyra: 
to Jeruſalem, and there held a great F eaſt for the conſecration 
of the ſame places, They admit Arius into the church again 
with his —— ( whom Arhanaſins before refuſed to re- 
ceive in upon the Emperors command) and the Biſhops ſaid, 
that in chat behalf they would ſatisſie the Emperors errers, 
whereby he ſignified that he allowed of Arias his faith, They 
wrote to the church of Alexandria, and by unanimous conſent 
agreed to exile Arhansſins, He cold the Emperor of his injury; 
he writes to the Council, and tebukes them ſharply, and com- 
manded them to repair unto him, to give him an account; 
they receiving this Letter, fell together by the earsʒzmeny went 
home, never went to the Emperor, but ſome of them igned 
an accuſation againſt Athauefiut upon a eivil account, and pro- 
cure his baniſhmenc, Foc. /. x. c. 22,23. p. 247, 248. 

Corſt ant ius ſummoned an Arias Council to depoſe Paulut a 
biſhop at Conſfantinople, having a diflike to him; Exſebiar to 
bring his wicked purpoſe to paſs, ſummoned a Council at Ars 
tisch in Syria, ( pretending a dedication cf the church) this I 
dare (ay, to the overthrow of the faith of one ſubſtence, there 
came our of divers Provinces Biſhops, to the number of nine- 
ty; the biſhop of Rome was not there, whenas the Eccleſiaſti- 
cal Canon forbids that any Conſtitution ſhould be thruſt into 
the church without the cenſure of the biſhop of Ke. The 
Council met, the Emperor C oft antine was preſent, there Euſe. 
bins and hit confederates endeavoured to accuſe Athanaſins falls 
ly; they chooſe another biſhop for Alexandria ( though Arthe- 
naſius was yet there) but he went not there, becauſe the peo« 
ple loved Athanaſius ſo well. Then they conſecrate Gregory to 
go thither Biſhop. Then they _ an Epiſtle of the Faith — 
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all Churches: After they alterchat , and make a new form, 
to which alſo Gregory ſubſcribes , and tiles himſelf Biſhop of 
Alexandria, This Gregory was by five thouſand Souldiers 
brought to Alexandria, and there put in, and Athena put out 
by force; and the Ariaus were to aſſiſt to carry on the Arias fa-

When the biſhop of Reme wrote unto the biſhops to reſtore 
ſuch as they had depoſed , and rebukes them for their caſh 
act, theſe men took this correction for a contumacy ; they 
ſummon a Council at Axtivch , and being come together, 
they agree of an Epiſtle, wherein they ſay, If any were ex- 
communicated by their cenſure, it was not his part to inter- 
meddle, neither to fit in judgement upou their fentence, for 
whenas he had removed Novatus out of the Church of Rome, 
they neither moleſted nor contraried his doings. Sec. I. 2. c. 11,

At the requeſt of Paulus and Athanaſius, the two Emperors 
by Letters ſummoned a General Council to meet at Sards ; 
then met there ( ſaith Athanaſius) three hundred biſhops of 
the Weſt Churches, and (as Sabinus declareth) onely ſeven. 
ty fix out of the Eaſt; but when they came there, the hi- 
ſhops of the Eaſſ would not come into the preſence of them 
of the Weſt, except Athanaſin and Paulus might be barred of 
their company; to which two of the biſhops would not con- 
ſent; the Eaſtern biſhops forthwith depart to. Philippi, and 
there they (ate in Council, and began openly to accurſethe 
Creed of one Subſtance, And the Aſſembly that continued at 
Sardis, firſt, condemned them; next, depoſed chem frum 
their Dignities, ratified the Nicene Council Creed: Both 
ſides were pleaſed with their own doings. and each ſeemed to 
himſelf co have done well, The Biſhops of the Eaſt, be- 
cauſe the Weſtern Biſhops had received ſuch as they had 
depoſed: The Weſtern Biſhops, becauſe they being Depo- 
ſers of others, depart before hearing of the cauſe, The one, 
that they maintained the Nicene Creed; the other, that they 
condemned it. Soc. 1.2, c. 16. p. 263, 
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Atbanaſi us brings this Councils Decree for his reſtoration 
to Jeruſalem, and the Emperors conſent thereto, and there 
alſo procures a Synod to be ſummoned. Maximus the biſh 
there cited thither certain biſhops out of Syria and Paleſtinaz 
the Aſſembly being gathered together, they gave Athanaſius 
the Communion, and aſſigned unto him his dignity: They 
being diſſolved, wrote and lignified to the people at Alexan- 
dria, to the biſhops of Æ gypt and Lybia, all their Decrees and 
C.nons touching Atharapres, Sec. I. 2. c. 19. p. 269, 

Athanaſins at Alexandria called together divers Councils of 
the biſhops of e/Zgypr, where they decree tuch things that 
were agreeable with the Canons of the Council of Sards, and 
alſo of che Council held at Jeruſalem under Maximm, Soc, l. 2 
c. 21. p. 270. f 

The Emperor compelled O/izs the biſhop of Corduba, &c- 
and when he would not ſubſcribe to their Faith, they ſcourg- 
ed his des, and ſet his Members upon'a Rack; ſo that in the 
end by compultion he gave his aſſent, and ſubſcribed to the 
forms of Faith which then were publiſhed. This was done at 
tlie Council held at Syrmium, whicher the Emperor forced 
Oſius co come. Soc. J. 2. c 26, p. 275. 

By the Emperors Edict a Council was proclaimed to be held 
at Millais, where met not many biſhops out of the Eaſt , for 
age und long journeys, but out of the Weſt above three hun- 
dred Bilhops came, The Biſhops of the Eaſt required that 
ſentence ſhould be paſſed by the whole council againſt A. 
thanaſius , thinking to prevent his going to Alexandria again: 
Some Biſhops oppoſed it, and the Council brake up, The Em- 
peror then commanded. the Council to be held ſeveral, the 
one part in the Eaſt, the other in the Weſt ; but this pur- 
poſe took no proſperous ſucceſs, for neither of the councils 
agreed within themſelves , but both divided into ſeveral Fa- 
tions. At one of them held at Smyrna, they exhibir another 
form of faith, and others ſetled the Nicene Creed, and deri- 
ded theirs, They depoſe ſome biſhops; becauſe they refuſe to 
renounce and accurſe Arias his Hereſie; they write to the 
Emperor. he anſwers: They reply; he returns no anſwer to 
that. Then every one returned to his own home, Soc, l. a. c. ag. 


p. 277; to 282. 
3 There 
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There was 2 Council called by the Emperors Edi in the 
Eaſt they appoint ſeveral places, at laſt agree on Sciauſia; there 
met 160. Bilhops, there was wich chem one Leu, amen 
of Authority and Fame at Court ; in his preſence the Empe- 
ror commanded they ſhould reaſon of the Faith; they diſpu- 
ted to and fro. Leona commanded every one ſhould propoſe 
what ſeemeth him beft. They ſaid, they muſt examine che life 
and converſation of men that were accurſed, firſt. The othes 

arty would reafon of the Faith, and about this they contend; 
— the Emperors Letters ſomecimes commanding one thing, 
end ſometimes another, which cauſed this; but this diviſion 
cauſed the Council to part themſelves into two Factions; one 
part would have the Niceve Creed abrogated, the others ſaid, 
they liked all done there, onely the clauſe of one ſubſtance 
they would have laid aſide; and when they had brawled from 
morn till night, then part of the Council go away, the other 
part brings forth the Creed agreed on at Antioch, read it, and 
the Council diſſol ved. They the day following meet together, 
go into the Church, and ſhut the door, and there ratiſie the 
faith by ſubſeription; che next day there is fault found with 
theſe Canons ratified in the church, being done in private. 
The noble man (ate with them ſtill, till he was weary of their 
braw@ling, being nothing elſe for ſeveral days but onely about 
words; he bid them be gone, and brawle at home in their own 
churches. Part of the Council met again at the church, de- 

ole ſome, excommunicate ſome, write to the churches theic 
Decrees, ordain a Biſhop, & c. Soc. lib, 2. chap. 31, 32, p. 285, 
256 287, 258. 

Euſeb1 came to Alexandria, and dealt earneſtly with Atha- 
naſirs for the ſummoning a Council; the biſhops aſſembled out 
of divers Cities, & decreed very neceſſary Do&rines,confirmed 
the Divinity of the Holy Ghoſt, Cc. And they would not e- 
ftabliſh or thruſt into the Church of God any new opinion, 
but that that was decreed of old upon good grounds, Soc, l. 3: 
c. J. p- 298, 

The Macedonian biſhops requeſted the Emperor to ſummon a 
Synod for the eſtabliſhing of the true Faith; he gave licenſe to 
call a Council, They from everywhere cited the biſhops to 
meet at Lampaſced, there they ratifie the form of Faith which 
was publiſhed of old at Anuch; they accurſed the Creed of 
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the biſhops which with uniform 2 they lately eftablith- 
ed at Ariminum; they gave ſentenee to remove A cacins und 
Emudoxius.

The Emperor being an Aran, and not pleaſed with this 
Councils Acts, ſummoned a Council of Arias biſhops, and thi- 
cher (ent for Elewſim biſhop of Cixicum, and there compels 
them by threats of baniſhment, and confiſcation of goods, to 
ſubſcribe to their faith; and afterwards the biſhop was ina 
great agony for it, and complained of it to his church, and 
bid them chooſe a new biſhop, Soc. 1,4. c. 6. p. 318. 

Some biſhops now own the N:cene Creed, get a Synod of bi- 
ſhops at Silicia, and acquaint chem With it, and there ſubſcni- 
bed, &c. Soc. | 4, c. 1 f. p. 323. 

In the village Pazwn there was a Council ſummoned of a 
few obſcure Novatian biſhops, where they decreed, that the 
manner of keeping Eaſter wich the Fews, was to be obſerved , 
many eminent Nowatia» biſhops not there, for theſe were 
they that chiefly laid down the Canons of the Novatian 
churches. Soc. 1,4. c. 23.P, 334. 

Theod eſias the Emperor ſummoned a Council at Conftantine- 
ple, of ſuch biſhops as were of his own faith, to confirm the 
Canons of the Nicene Council, and he ſummoned thither all 
the biſhops of the Aacedonian ſect, in hopes to reconcile them 
and thoſe of the faith of one ſubſtance;there met 156: biſhops, 
36. Macedoman biſhops ; the Emperor and biſhops of his opi- 
nion perſwaded with the Macedonian biſhops to ſubſcribe their 
faich, and to communicate with them; but they abfolutely re- 
fuſed ſo to do, and then they left Conſtantinople, and wrore to 
the churches, that they would not ſubſcribe to the Nicene 
Creed; the 150, biſhops continued there, and conſented to 
the enſtalling of Nectariu ehen choſen a biſhop by the people 
in the room of Gregory, who went thence from a little church 
in Conſtant ineple he formerly governed, They decree, that the 
biſhop of Conſtantinople ſhould have the next Prerogarive after 
the biſhop of Rome, becauſe tlie city was called new Romezthe 
divide Provinces, ordain Patriarchs ; they decree, that no bi- 
ſhop ſhall leave his own Dioceſs, and intermeddle with For- 
reign churches; they allot to the ſeveral Patriarchs their Jurif- 
diction; they aſſign che Weſtern Diocefs co three biſhops , rev 
ſerved the Prerogative of honour to the church of _— 
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which they granted to Aſeletus one of the biſhops of Antioch: 


They decree, If need be, a Provincial Synod ſhould determine 
of Provincial affairs : The Emperor gave conſent; the Coun» 
cil diſſolved. Soc. 1.5, c. 8. p.3424343- 

Epiphanius a biſhop ſummoned a Synod of the biſhops of the 
Ile of Cyprus, and there condemned Origes's works, and de- 
creed, they ſhould not be read from thence: They wrice to 
John, to perſwade him to forbear reading of them. Then 
Theophilus a biſhop called another Council, and chere condem- 
ned the ſame Works, Sec, 1:6, c,19, p- 366, 

John Chryſeſtome having diſpleaſed the Empreſs, ſhe worketh 
by Th-ophilus the biſhop,to ſummon a Council againſt him, who 
by the Emperors commandment ſummon many biſhops out 
of divers cities; but above all others, thoſe that hated Joh», 
came apace together; the biſhops mer in the ſubburbs of 
Chalcedon, they ſummoned John , he diſl kes them as Enemies, 
appeals to a general Council; they call him four times,and( he 
not appearing } they condemn him, and depoſe him for no o- 
ther crime but for not appearing, T he people would nor ſuf. 
fer him co bethruſt out; then the Emperor commanded him 
tobeexiled, The people then being ſo unquier, the Empe- 
ror immediately ſent for him again to them, Soc. 1, 6. ch. 14. 
P. 369, 370. ; 

She again procures another Council of Biſhops againſt him 
at Conſtantinople , and there they withour more ado, depoſe 
him again, and the Emperor banifhech him again. Soc, lib, 7, 
ch, 16, p 372, 

The Emperor gave commandment, that the biſhops out of 
all places ſhould meet at Epheſus, where they came together a- 
bout Neſfor ius a biſhop: T hereupon the B ſhops were divided 
into two parts; ſuch of the Council as held with ( irillus the bi- 
ſhop , went together, aud depoſed Neſtori4 ; and the biſhops 
who held with Neftorims, went together, and depoſed Ciridlas, 
and Memnon biſhop of Epheſus, After when John biſhop of An- 


tioch came and blamed Cirillas, as the author of that ſin, he. 


and his company depoſed John alſo by way of revenge, and his 
Clergy from Prieſtly Order, and abſolved Ciriilus and Mensen; 
theCouncil for that broke up, and Fohn went home, and cajled 
2 Synod of Bilhops, and there depoted Cirillus; atter they be- 
came friends, and reſtored each other, T his was wrought by 
the 
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ehegraciods and godly Letters of the Emperor to 
Cyrillus. See the form of their ſentence of 2 
6.33. p. 394, 393. See it alſo Evag. l. 1. c. 3,4 5. p. 412413. 
There met a Council at Epheſus, here they reſtore Eurycbes 
an Heretick,who formerly depoſed other Bilbops,and excom- 
municared ſome others of the beſt Bilkops, raue was one, 
Evag-\,t, c. 10, p.417, 
There was a Couneil held at Chalcedon, of 630, Biſhops, 8 there 
fare with them the chief Senat ors, & there theSubſticutes of Leo 
Biſhop of Rome, ſaid, that Disſcru ought not to ſit in the Coun- 
eil with them, and that Leo had charged them noleſs; and if 
they would not ye ild to it, they would leave the Church, aud 
bid farwel: The Senators asked what he was charged with, &. 
Ge ſeems he had depoſed Lis the great Biſhop ) whereupon a 
upplication is exhibited againſt Dioſcorws, Two Biſhops chal- 
lenged Authority in the Council: And there *twas confeſſed, 
that in another Council before this, Canons were altered, and 
n 7 — by ſubſcriptions of ſuch who were forced 
to it bySouldiers, who ſtood by with naked ſwords to diſpateh 
them if they yeilded notzand this by the means of Acacia the 
biſhop, upon reading ſome Records: The Senators gave their 
ſentence, that Dioſcorms ( if it pleaſed the Emperor) and other 
Biſhops he names of Anthority in the Council, ſhould be de- 
poſed, +, The —— of Pope Les ſtand up again, and 
charge Dreſcorus for divers trimes, for receiving an excommu ; 
nicated perfon, for not reading holy Pope Les his Epiftle, &c, 
excommunicated Pope Les, ſet at nought divers Conſtituti- 
ons of the Church, &. Concludes, Les the moſt holy Acch- 
Bifhop,by'us and this ſacred Aſſembly, together with the moſt 
bleſſed Apoftte St. Peter, Ce. bereaved him of all dignity ;they. 
coufirm'the ſentence, and certiſie the Emperor, and ſend a 
Deprivation to Dioſcorus, and ſer down the cauſes, cc. They 
cry out in the Council, This we believe; As Pope Leo believes, 
ſo we believe, ccc. This they often repeated. They make the 
Sea of Chalcedon an Arch - Biſopric k, add more places to others 
Fariſdi&ions, and that Conſtantinople ſhould be next in honor 
to Rome, The Emperor confirms this. He was ſometimes here 
preſent; The Senators had the ſway. Fea the number of Bi-

A General Council ſummoned by Juſtimanuu the Emperor, 
are there: they pur it to the queſtion, if they might accurſe the 
dead, or not; And when a certain Biſhop perceived the Coun - 
eil going the wrong way, he told them, there was nothing to 
be doubted in the Queſtion; for King Joſiah cauſed the tombs 
of the Idol-Prieſts to be digged up, Theſe words pleaſed them 
all, and ſatisfied them fully. Then the Emperor demanded 
what they ſaid to that which Theodoretus had written againſc 
Cyril, &c. They perceiving he had been lately condemned, 
and hls Name wiped clean out of the Catalogue, and taking 
it for granted that they might condemn Hereticks after their 
deceaſe, they with general conſent accurſed him & his works, 
thus: We condamn not onely all other Hereticks condemn- 
ed by the four holy Councils aboveſaid, and by the holy Ca- 
tholick Church, but alſo Thederetus and his wicked Books; And 
they condemn the wicked Epiſtle wrote by [bas to Mars the 
Perſia : They lay down 14. Articles of the true Faith, And 
when they had cryed againſc Origen, the controverſie was re- 
ferred to the Emperor, They depoſe a Biſhop, and diſlolye 
the Council. Evag. 1.4, c. 37. p 487,488, 

At a Councll at Ancyra a Town in Galatia, they ſet down 
rules of repentance for ſuch as had ſacrificed or turned to l- 
dols by perſecution; ſome for 1, 2,3,4,56,7. years to be kept 
from communion, 2, That Deacons who married , and had 
not ſaid at Ordination they could not abftain, ſhould be put 
by. 3. That Countrey biſhops ſhould abſtain from making El- 
ders and Deacons, or to uſurp dominion over the — 
Elders of every City. Sympſon de Conc. 1.4. p.484. 

At a Council at E/ibers they decree, That the Heatheniſh 
Prieft if he would learn the grounds of Chriſtian Religion, and 
abſtain from ſacrificihg, after three years repentance, ſhould 
be admitted to baptiſm, 2, That Chriftian Virgins ſball not 
be given in marriage to Pagans, 3. That Miniſters are not to 
receive from ſuch as did not communicate with the chnrch, 
4 Againſt pictures on the walls. g. That Idos ſhould not be 
in private houſes; yet if the Maſter were afraid of the ſer- 

vant, 
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vant, thenche Maſter to k Walk 5 van” 6, "Tharthare een 
wasno juſtifying any that ſuffered for pulling down Idols 
without Authority.
